Disabled Veterans at Curtiss-Wright

Yellow Cab Firm Has) 


Discharged 55 Men for 


Practice on Share-the- 


Ride Trips. 


Steps are being taken to halt 
the practice by which taxicab 
drivers overchange on share-the- 
ride trips, the Mound City Cab 
Co., one of the two major opera- 
tors of taxicabs in St. Louis, said 
yesterday. 

W. D. James, assistant manager 
of the company, which operates 
Yellow cabs, reported that approx- 
imately 55 drivers had been dis 
charged in recent months for ex 


acting excessive fares, adding 
that, spite a current shortage of 
drivers, offenders will be summar 
ily dismissed if the license number 
of their cab is reported to the 
company. 

This announcement followed the 
Post-Dispatch disclosure that fla- 
grant overcharges are being ex- 
acted on trips in which passengers 
double up. 

Promises Refunds, 

“Any passenger overcharged by 
a Yellow Cab driver can get a re 
fund by notifying the scompany,’ 
James said. “And no matter hoWw 
hard it may be to get drivers, the 
company will discharge anyone 
found. overcharging a customer. 
The trouble is that many riders 
filing complaints neglect to take 
dowr the license number of the 
cab. We must have the Public 
Service Commission license num- 
ber or the State automobile li 
cense tag number of the vehicle 
to identify the driver. An immedi- 
ate complaint will bring prompt 
action.” 

Passengers sharing a cab are 
entitled to prorate the fare. This 
may be done, at the driver’s dis- 
cretion, either by setting the me- 
ter back to zero after each passen- 
ger alights, or by deducting from 
the meter reading the amounts 
paid by previous riders. 

“The public must understand 
that the company does not get 
any extra money when a passen- 
ger is overcharged,’ 
“a driver who exacts full fare 
from several passengers is able to 
pocket al] but the last fare paid, 
which is the only amount regis- 
tered by the meter and turned in 
to the company.” 

He said that taxicab companies 
in many other cities post notices 
in cabs informing riders of their 
rights in dividing the fare on 
‘ghared rides, and pointed out that 
his firm had attempted to give 
passenyers this protection, only to 
have 300 drivers go on strike last 
winter, forcing the company 
remove the signs. 

Committee Didn’t Work Out. 

The striking Yellow cab drivers 
agreed to appointment of an em- 
ploye-management committee de- 
signed to function as a policing 
body in reporting cases in which 
drivers overcharged griders, but 
this committee “never worked 
out,” and the management car- 
riés the policing burden alone, 
James said, 

Not only Yellow but Black & 
White cab drivers have been 
guilty of the overcharge ,practice 
the Post-Dispatch investigation 
disclosed. Frank Foley, manager 
of the Black & White Co., could 
not be reached for a statement. 

Reporters made four test trips 
in one afternoon, two of the trips 
in Black & White and two in 
Yellow cabs. In every case the 
driver overcharged, or attempted 
to overcharge, for the shared 
ride. 

In one case, the driver collected 
$4.50 plus tips from four passen- 
gers who rightfully should have 
paid either $2.10 or $1.65, depend- 
ing on .whether the driver reset 
his meter for each -passenger, or 
credited riders with amounts paid 
by previous passengers 

In another case, the driver tried 
to collect $2.05, and settled for 
$1.85, on a trip which should have 
cost either $1.55 or $1.35, depend- 
ing on method used in prorating 
the fare. 

Other Teast Trips. 

In two other testa, each of the 
drivers attempted to exact $1.60 
for a trip which rightfully called 
for fares totaling 95 cents; when 
the passengers made it clear they 
knew their rights, the drivers gave 
in and accepted the proper 
amounts. 

Black & White and Yellow cab 
drivers do not work on-a commis- 
sion basis, receiving a flat salary 
of $29 a week plus tips. 

The St. Louis Office of Price 
Administration last September ad- 
vised riders to notify the OPA of 
overcharges which the taxicab 
-Management failed to correct. 
Now, however, the OPA reports 
it has been deprived of jurisdic- 
tion in such cases by an amend- 
ment to the Stabilization Act. 

A passenger who is overcharged 
may have the driver arrested for 
prosecution in the City Courts, 
City Counselor Joseph F. Holland 
pointed out. A_ city ordinance 
makes it a misdemeanor punish. 
able by fines ranging from $25 to 
500 and six months in prison for 
a driver to deceive a passenger 
as to rates.

An average of 650 medically 
discharged veterans of the present 
war, 10 per cent of whom have 
been disabled in combat by loss 
of an arm, a leg or their sight, 
are placed in positions each 
month in St. Louis’ industrial 
plants and business houses where 
production programs have been 
geabned to fit the job to the man, 
a survey by the Post-Dispatch 
showed yesterday, 

M. W. Shafer, director of 
disabled veterans’ unit at the 
United States Employment Serv- 
ice, said virtually every war pro- 
duction plant in St. Louis is 100 
per cent co-operative in the hiring 
of disabled men, and in many 
cases where jobs to fit the man 
cannot be found in a particular 
plant the personnel manager will 
riake it his business to find a 
place for the veteran in another 
plant. 

A returning veteran who has 
lost an arm or leg on a battle- 
field has his choice of entering an 
essential or a non-essential job, 
Shafer said. If the veteran feels 
that he needs more schooling to 
be employed at his highest ca- 
pacity, that is arranged for him 
the lines provided for in 
the “G. I. Bill of Rights,” giving 
veterans hospitalization, unem- 
ployment compensation and Gov- 
ernment-financed education. 

750 Applicants Per Month, 

Accurate figures on the number 
of veterans who return to civilian 
life in St. Louis each month be- 
cause of physical disabilities are 
unobtainable, for once a man is 
given a medical discharge, no mat-

ter for what reason, he fs on his 
own, 


Shafer said. However, an 
average of 750 veterans with cer- 
tificates of disability discharge re- 
port to the USES each month, 
There are others, Shafer said, who 
go directly back to the jobs they 


left when the war started, There 


is no official record of them. 

“Only a few of them want their 
former jobs back,” Shafer said. 
“Some of them realize they could 
not do justice to their old jobs, 
handicapped as they are. Others 
want to make more money in new 
jobs, but the majority of them 
insist on getting placed in war 
plants, because they want to help 
the boys still in service.” 

In finding positions for disabled 
men, Shafer, who directs a staff 
of 12 experienced men and women, 


takes into consideration the train- 


ing the veteran received in the 
Army or Navy. If he was an auto- 
motive mechanic in the Army, 
Shafer said, a job in which he can 
use his Army training is sought 
for him. If he was a radio opera- 
tor, a gunner or a member of a 
first aid unit, comparable jobs in 
Civilian life are found.

Division of Money for Lée- 
gal Services Put Up to 
Judge Sartorius for a 
Decision. 


Lawyers have disagreed in two 
phases of the many-sided legal 
proceeding for distribution of the 


two-million-dollar Hazlett Kyle 
Campbell estate, and Circuit Judge 
Eugene J. Sartorius was asked 
yesterday to decide between the 
conflicting professional claims. 

United States District Judge 
George H. Moore and Attorney 
William M. Fitch, who was his 
partner before his appointment to 
the bench in 1935, are the parties 
to one of the disputes. Moore & 
Fitch were attorneys for three of 
the Campbell heirs, Misses Vir- 
ginia and Annie Hamilton and 
Herbert Hamilton, all of Toronto, 
Ont. Judge Moore holds he is en- 
titled to a share of a $21,600 fee, 
just how much he cannot say, 4s 
Fitch holds the original contract. 
Fitch contends that Judge Moore 
has no right to any part of the 
fee, a new contract having been 
made since the firm waa dissolved, 

A like dispute exists between 
Attorney John S. Leahy and repre- 
sentatives of the former law firm 
of Henderson & Troll, both of 
whose members, W. W. Henderson 
and Harry Troll, are dead. It in- 
volves fees from Mrs. Nina W. 
Jolly of Moberly, Mo., and William 
Knox of Philadelphia, adjudged 
to be heirs. Their contract origi- 
nally was with Henderson & Troll, 
but after the death of the part- 
ners, Leahy's firm was authorized 
to represent the clients. Repre- 
sentatives of the Henderson and 
Troll estates contest Leahy’s right 
to a share of the fees, 

Confronted with these disputes, 
the trustees, Allen C. Orrick and 
the St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
asked Judge Sartorius to require 
the lawyers to furnish proof of 
the agreements.

Sinkiang and Outer Mongolia 
are two little known but impor- 
tant territories lying between the 
Soviet Union and China proper. 
Sinkiang’s area is 633,800 square 
miles, with 1,200,000 people; Outer 
Mongolia’s area is 622,744 square 
miles, with a population of 850,000. 
Each territory is sufficiently large 
to swallow Texas two and a half 
times. Outer Mongolia ranges all 
the ~way from desert to grazing 
lands, while Sinkiang contains 
both minerals and oil, and cer- 
tain areas resemble the fruit-bear- 
ing sections of California. 

Politically, Sinkiang and Outer 
Mongolia resemble somewhat the 
status of Manchuria before the 
Japs moved into Mukden in the 
fall of 1937. Both territories are 
nominal dependencies of China, 
but Russian economic interests 
predominate. Russia moved into 
Outer Mongolia shortly after the 
Red revolution in 1917, and now 
controls it through a Soviet form 
of government. Russia moved in- 
to Sinkiang shortly after Japan 
seized Manchuria, but recently 
withdrew part of her troops, pre- 
sumably because they were needed 
to oppose the Nazis on the Euro- 
pean front. China has repeatedly 
protested against Russian activi- 
ties in both these border territo- 
ries.

CELAND---NEWEST REPUBLIC

United States Attorney General Francis 
Biddle declared on June 16 that the De- 
partment of Justice will not act in the case 
of John R. Longo, whose supporters claim he 
had been “‘railroaded” twice to conviction in 
Hague-controlled Hudson County courts 
where Jersey justice is administered with 
heavy hand to political opponents of the 
Democratic leader who find themselves, 
sometimes to their surprise, entangled with 
Hague-construed law. Mayor Hague is vice- 
chairman of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee. 


Longo an Active 
Foe Since 1934. 


Longo has been an active foe of the Hague 
machine since’ 1934. He served a nine- 
month sentence for perjury in 1938 in con- 
nection with an alleged primary election 
fraud and is now free on bail pending ap- 
peal from a penitentiary sentence of from 18 
months to three years for altering his own 
registration record when he was an election 
board clerk. 


An odor of political persecution, readily 
recognized by citizens and office holders 
beyond the pale of Hague influence, per- 
meated both of these proceedings and other 
incidents concerning Longo, including in- 
volvement with his local draft board. Civic 
organizations, civil liberties guardian groups 
and the former Democratic Governor Charles 
Edison have urged Federal action to prove 
there was an invasion of Longo’s constitu- 
tional rights. Thus far, no beachhead of 
liberation has been established in Hague- 
land. 


Attitudes of the protesting groups was 
vividly expressed by an organization of 
clergymen led by Dr. George C. Hollins- 
worth, Jersey director of Goodwill Indus- 
tries, Inc., in a prepared statement issued 
in January: 


“The persecution of John Longo perpe- 
trated by Hague’s Democratic officials and 
collusive elements masquerading as Repub- 
licans, presents a horrible pattern used by 
Hitler to destroy democracy in Europe. Jer- 
sey City in truth is an occupied zone and 
can be rescued from the terror of persecu- 
tion and imprisonment that exists there 
only by a far reaching, thorough and deter- 
mined investigation by the United States 
Attorney General’s office.” 


Would Await Action 
of Appellate Couft. 


This declaration followed by one month 
pronouncement of Longo’s sentence by a 
Hague-backed Judge. It was made public 
the day a Biddle spokesman, replying to the 
request for an inquiry submitted by the City 
Affairs Committee of Jersey City, smoothly 
announced that Justice Department action 
would await outcome of the case in the New 
Jersey appellate court to avoid seemingly 
unwarranted interference with the due proc- 
esses of the State judiciary. 

That was the last word from Biddle untill 
June 16 when he made public his letter dat- 
ed .May 11 to former Governor Edison

Attorney General’s office had found no evi- 
dence to justify suspicion that Longo was 
a victim of oppression by the political Czar 
of Hudson County. At that moment, inci- 
dentally, Hague was returning from Chicago 
where he had helped put the finishing 
touches on arrangements for the Democratic 
National Convention. 


Longo, now $1 years old, the son of im- 
migrant Italian parents who have made a 
meager living for a large family from their 
smal fruit and vegetable store, has been 
duelling with Hague despotism since he 
came of voting age. It didn’t take him long 
to get into trouble and from there it was 
only a hop, skip and jump to jail when the 
baleful eye of the Boss centered on him. 


As secretary of his Holy Name Society at 
his Jersey City Catholic Church, Longo early 
proved a particularly annoying gnat in 
Hague’s ear because his words bore convic- 
tion when they reached many of the devout- 
ly religious followers of the iron-fisted pol- 
iticlan. Perhaps more than any other man 
in major elective office, Hague has capital- 
ized on his religious affiliations to obtain 
blind support from those who might other- 
wise have sought more virtuous civil lead- 
ership. 


Led Movement for 
Anti-Hague Ticket- 


In ruthless battle to bar CIO organizers 
from Hudson County, Hague blatantly de- 
fined the fight as Communist against Cath- 
olic. It was about this time that Longo 
took the radio stump for the CIO, quoting 
Catholic Church dignitaries among other au- 
thorities in an effort to shear some of the 
Hague-spun wool from eyes of the devoted 
Jersey City constituents. 


A year earlier, the young crusader led a 
movement to nominate a strictly anti-Hague 
ticket in a primary election for Governor. 
Although many signatures had been ob- 
tained on nominating petitions, the revolu- 
tion failed. Subsequently, machine-en- 
dorsed Harry Moore, the Democratic nomi- 
nee, was elected by an overwhelming major- 
ity. Longo published a statement that the 
margin of Moore’s victory was established 
by fraudulent votes. 


During Longo’s disconcerting CIO activi- 
ties, Hague henchmen dived deep into the 
Longo sea of anti-Moore petitions and came 
up triumphantly with the charge that some 
of the signatures had been repudiated by 
purported signers. Longo was indicted 
on an election fraud charge, convicted May 
6, 1938, in Hudson County Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, and was sentenced to nine 
months in jail. The decision on his appeal 
—affirming the conviction—was not re- 
turned by the appellate court until he had

served his full term less 45 days for good 
behavior. 

This exhibition of Jersey justice was ex- 
posed in 1939 in an address on civil liber- 
ties by United States Supreme Court Justice 
Frank Murphy, then United States Attorney 
General, who directed an inquiry of the 
Longo trial by the F. B. I. on receiving re- 
ports that members of the jury that found 
him guilty were political bunkmates of 
Mayor Hague. Murphy said: 

“A young man who opposed the boss of 
the local political machine was indicted on 
a false charge. He was tried and convicted 
by a jury consisting entirely of persons con- 
nected politically with the leader of the 
machine. He was denied bail pending out- 
come of his appeal. After many delays and 
postponements the case came up in appeal 
court after he had fulfilled the sentence.”’ 


Charged That Client 


Was Frame-up Victim. 


At the trial, Longo’s lawyer, the radical 
Congressman Vito Marcantonio, openly 
charged that his client was a victim of a 
frameup because he had dared oppose 
Hague, who Marcantonio said had Fascist 
and Nazi tendencies. The Hudson County 
Prosecutor countered with the atatement 
that in Hagueland ‘‘we believe Communism 
is a greater evil than either Fascism or 
Nazism,” adhering to the established Hague 
doctrine that anyone with the audacity to 
fight the Boss was a Communist. 


The long and vengeful arm of Mayor 
“I am the 


Hague, who brazenly boasted: 
Law in Jersey City,’’ reached into the mis- 
erable cell at Secaucus Penitentiary where 
Longo served his sentence to make the lot 
of his youthful adversary more unhappy than 
ordinary confinement, Longo charged. 


“It is not a prison,” he said, ‘“‘but a con- 
centration camp. It’s run by the County 
and controlled by Hague. The keepers knew 
I was a political prisoner so they gave me 
the works.” 

Longo weighed 138 pounds at the time 
and had a foot affliction, since partly cor- 
rected by operation. But for two months 
he swung a 20-pound sledge in the prison 
quarry, he said. Only his mother was per- 
mitted to visit him; he was allowed to write 
but one letter a week in a special room 
under the eye of the warden who carefully 
inspected the missive before it left the 
prison. Newspapers were withheld and 
books were carefully restricted, especially 
any by Norman Thomas or Arthur Garfield 
Hays, both defenders of civil Mberties who 
had condemned the Jersey chieftain,

with the Polish Government in Exile. 


It has its own university, its own symphony orchestra, a 
number of fine choral societies, and various amateur theatrical 
groups which produce locally written dramas and musical 
comedies as well as plays in translation. 


Its artists command a ready market, for the fashion is to 
buy contemporary paintings and put them on one’s walls; most 
houses contain at least one picture by a local artist. Nor do 
the artista need to depend wholly on such sales for a living, for 
the government pays salaries to the outstanding painters (as 
well as writers and composers), makes special grants yearly to 
others, and has-purchased some 300 works of contemporary art. 
And the fines levied for infringements of the liquor laws go to a 
Cultural Fund used to buy pictures, to promote research, or to 
publish good books at low cost. 


MERICAN politicians of both parties are eyeing the 
so-called Polish-American vote. Republicans hope to reap 
the result of Polish resentment at the failure of the Roose- 
velt Administration to tone down Russian demands on Poland. 
Democrats hope that the failure will turn into success before 
November, also that Americans of Polish descent will not 
vote next November with an eye solely on Poland's status after 
the war, | 

On last May 30 the Polish-American Congress ended a 
three-day convention at Buffalo, N, Y., with the dispatch of a 
memorial to President Roosevelt. The memorial was less 
minatory than had been expected. While stressing the injus- 
tice of allowing Russia to retain any territory of Poland as con- 
stituted before September, 1939, the memorial thanked the 


President for recognizing. the Polish Government in London as 
the sole representative of Poland. 

The Polish-American Congress at Buffalo declared it spoke 
for “over 6,000,000 citizens of Polish ancestry.” It is difficult 
to see how the figure was obtained. The 1940 census lists 
993,479 persons in the United States as having been born in 
Poland, 1,912,380 as having been born in the United States 
of at least one Polish-born parent. 

These figures take account of Poland as it existed between 
1920 and 1939. Many persons who came to the United States 
from that territory were Jews, for Poland had the largest Jewish 
percentage (10 per cent) in the population of any country In 
Europe. Many Jewish leaders have long called anti-Semitism 
in Poland less virulent only than in Nazi Germany, and it may 
be assumed that few American Jews of Polish birth sympathize 


Poland contained also many Russians of Ukrainian descent, 
and some of those listed in the 1940 Census as Polish-born 
are really Ukrainians. These have complained of oppressio#f 
by the Poles, and even Ukrainians who want to see a Ukrainian 
state independent of the Soviet Union would hardly take the part 
of Poland as against Russia. 

It may well be doubted therefore that the American citizens 
of Polish ancestry will vote as a bloc in 1944. 

The Polish-born in the United States live mostly in the 
northern belt of states from Massachusetts to Wisconsin. 
Most of them live in cities, and they represent the largest 
single foreign-born group in Buffalo, Chicago, Cleveland and 
Toledo, the second largest in Detroit and Milwaukee.

A Soldier Views the Home Front 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A few weeks ago, Life magazine ran 
an article which analyzed a _ hostility 
springing up between the armed forces 
and the civilian population. While I do 
not think the gulf is as wide as this ar- 
ticle intimated or that the average G I 
or civilian is as sweeping in his dis- 
likes, it must be recognized that friction 
grows and incidents multiply. 

Being a soldier, I will not attempt to 
describe the civilian’s side of this con- 
flict. I want only to detail a few things 
that make many service men angry and 
lead to disillusionment and disgust. 

First, a great many service men are 
pro-Roosevelt and wish to see the pres- 
ent war leadership continued. I say a 
great many; I make no majority claims 
and assert no sweeping statistical data. 

~- My observation is based purely on per- 
““ sonal contacts. 
* * o 


-These pro-Roosevelt soldiers, myself 
among them, are often subjected to a 
violent and uncompromising attack upon 
the conduct of the war and the admin- 
istration. This attack is carried out by 
the most casual of civilian contacts. 

The other night on a street car, I was 
assured, along with three other soldiers, 
that if Roosevelt were re-elected, we 

_ would all be in the Army for 10 more 

. years. The author of this idea was a 
stout character totally unfamiliar to any 
of us. He went on to say that only the 
Jews and Communists wanted Roose- 
velt, and that the President had set up 
a dictatorship in the country and was 

- driving all the civilian population, to 
want and despair. 

I looked at this well-dressed, comfort- 

ably cushioned individual and couldn’t 

..«help comparing him to some of the news- 

~~ Teel pictures of the Chinese I have seen 
or the recently liberated Normans, 

As luck: would have it, one’ of the 
three other soldiers was Jewish and his 
buddies were furious, a great deal an- 
grier than he. He shrugged it off with 
mn iaugh and said he was used to that 
sort of thing. 


Another source of friction is the con- 
etant attacks carried on by casual street- 
corner prophets against our allies. Com- 
-ing back from a ball game the other 
night, I listened for 10 blocks to a gen- 
tleman telling his lady friend how we 
had given Russia everything she has 
and how now we will have to fight Rus- 
sia after the war. Maybe he wants to 

‘fight Russia; he’s welcome to it. Not 
"’ the average soldier. Or again, it’s all 
the fault of Britain. The poor Germans, 
they aren't to blame; Roosevelt and 
‘- Britain forced them into war. 
Concluding, a soldier friend of mine 
and I are from Texas. We have been 
almost completely rooked out of the vote, 
_ but by going through enough red tape 
we will get our ballots. Now we find 
that some professional politicians from 
.» Texas, most of them employes of large 
Republican financial interests in the 
East, have dug up a plan to nullify our 
votes and those of all our relatives and 
friends in Texas. Majority be damned, 
fay they; we'll have our way regard- 
less. 

That's about the last*straw. The only 
thing I can say is this: any elector in 
Texas who dares to violate his trust 

-- and countermand the popular voting de- 
cision next fall had better expatriate to 
South America. When a bunch of us 
soldiers get back down there, we're not 
going to be very happy about it all, or 
inhibited, either.

Argentina Unveiled 


The amazingly brazen Fascist speech which El 
Caudillo of Argentina, Minister of War Juan 
Peron, delivered at the dedication of a Chair of 
National Defense at La Plata University three 
weeks ago, and which has just been made pub- 
lic in this country,.openly’ marks the swastika 
scar upon all the ugly totalitarian actions which 
have been taken by the year-old revolution. 

It gives additional color of credence to the 
anonymous “blueprint of conquest” which was 
distributed to Argentine Army officers on the 
eve of the June 4, 1943, revolt, and which has 
come to light only after a year’s time. 

It makes plain that the secret, frantic arming 
of Argentina—reportedly more than $350,000,000 
of extraordinary budget this year—is intended 
to make Argentinian leadership in South Amer- 
ica, in the word of the blueprint, “indisputable,” 
by surpassing.in military might the numerically 
larger but materially less rich Brazil. 

It makes plain that Peron and his GOU (Group 
of United Officers), the iron-fisted ‘“Colonels’ 
clique,”’ contemplate using trade and guns to line 
up satellites, as they have already gone far to- 
ward doing with trade-dependent Paraguay. 

It makes plain that the ends of all these devi- 
ous means is the challenging of the United States 
as the ideological leader of the hemisphere, the 
challenging of the idea of people’s government 
and the setting up of Argentina as the New 
World capital of Faseism after the plague has 
been driven out of a cleansed Europe. 

The pattern of political action in Argentina 
today is the pattern which unfolded in Italy 
under Il Duce, in Germany under Der Fuehrer, 
in Spain under El Caudillo, and which is un- 
folding now as Sinarquism in Mexico. 

“At the beginning we will have to make con- 
cessions, necessary to entrench ourselves solidly 
in power,” says’the anonymous “blueprint.” And 
s0, like the Nazi Reich which the document con- 
tinuously refers to with fawning adulation, there 
has been in Argentina a beginning of cynical 
pretense, The Government of Puppet President 
Edelmiro Farrell has pretended to be rounding 
up Axis agents, while actually serving as a 
refuge for them, and—unvarying device of nas- 
cent totalitarianism—has with the cry of “Com- 
munist!”’ jailed men and women who might give 
the power of leadership to popular will—labor 
unionists, teachers, journalists, students. 

And then, force and discipline. It is a matter 
of indifference to Argentina, says Peron, who 
wins the war; the sequel in either event will be 
more war, which Argentina must be strong 
enough to turn to her own account. 

“Following the German example,” says the 
blueprint, “‘we will inculcate the masses with the 
spirit necessary to travel the heroic path on 
which they will be led. We will do that by con- 
trolling the press, movies, radio, books and edu- 
cation. ...” How dark the censorship has grown 
in Argentina, how totally this step in the prog- 
ress from freedom to slavery has been fulfilled, 
may be gathered from the fact that Argentine 
newspapers, even the great La Prensa, have been 
so far ground under the tyrant heel that edi- 
torial opinion has been suspended and the Buenos 
Aires Government can suppress any item of news 
by a mere ahake of the head, 

The evil we are fighting in Europe and Asia is 
the evil which must be rooted out in Argentina 
as well—by suspension of trade relations, which 
we have already largely done, by the freezing of 
Argentine funds in this country, and if necessary 
by breaking off diplomatic relations, which has 
become a possibility ‘with the recall of Norman 
Armour, our Ambassador to Buenos Aires. 
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Progress in Railroad Finance 


After temporizing with the question over a pro- 
tracted period, the ICC hag now established the 
principle that the long-term obligations of rail- 
roads shall be sold by competitive bidding. ‘The 
story is told elsewhere in this section today. It 
was high time. 

Like electric, gas, water and communications 
enterprises, railroads are public utilities, subject 
to regulation in their business practices. Regula- 
tion is necessary because these businesses enjoy 
grants of power from the state which, if not con- 
trolled in use, would open the way for exploiting 
the public without hope of remedy. 

Regulation had already largely imposed open 
bidding on other kinds of utilities. Many rail- 


_ Toads lagged behind, apparently out of a prefer- 


ence for negotiated “deals” with private bankers 
of their own choosing. One result has been to 
keep control too closely concentrated in a few 
underwriting houses and investment institutions 
(such as insurance companies). The other has 
been to market securities on expensive terms, 


with ultimate added cost to the public in the 


rates it pays. 

The commission’s belated settlement of this 
controversy will not in itself end banker con- 
trol of rail transportation, Nor can it alone 
straighten out the lop-sided financial structures 
of the railroads.

American newspaper readers 
will do well to keep a month-to-month tally of 
Japanese planes known to have been de- 
stroyed. Japan can produce no more than 
300 new planes a month. Every time we and 
our allies in the Far Pacific destroy more 
than an average of 10 planes a day, the end 
of the war is brought a little nearer. 


An official tally now is available, and it adds 
up to 12,086 Jap planes destroyed in the air or 
on the ground by American flyers since Pearl 
Harbor.

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For a Riverfront Airstrip 


On the ground that it would be a violation of 
the Historic Sites Act, the Executive Committee 
of the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial 
Association opposes the use of the central front 
for an airstrip. Luther Ely Smith, who made 
public the resolution, and Charles P. Williams, 
who wrote the legal opinion, are men of the most 
distinguished standing in the community and are 
heard with attention on any civic matter. 

In this case, however, they lean heavily on an 
argument which proponents of the airstrip are 
freely willing to grant; therefore, there is no 
argument, Ranged. against Messrs. Smith and 
Williams as to the desirability of an airstrip are 
the Municipal Airport Conimission, the Board of 
Directors of the Chamber of Commerce and such 
men of public spirit as Maj. Lambert, the dean 
of aviation enthusiasts in St. Louis. 

Why, there isn’t a single lawbreaker among 
these men! They know that in order to place a 
permanent airstrip on the riverfront, it might 
very well be necessary to amend the law. But they 
also know that Congress and the Legislatures 
amend laws all the time and that, in this case, 
it would be a simple matter to ask Congress for 
clear authorization, 

Mr. Williams speaks feelingly when he says 
there is nothing in the act “which. contemplates 
the conversion of a historic site into a railroad 
yard or airfield.” It now happens to be a rail- 
road yard, so to speak, because the Terminal 
tracks traverse it; it also is a bus terminal. Some 
of the land is being used for the highly important 
purpose of accelerating city transportation. 

If Messrs. Smith and Williams feel so strong- 
ly about any incursion upon the sacred ground, 
and are so concerned about the illegality of such 
incursion, we think they should apply for a writ 
of mandamus, a writ of certiorari, a writ of 
habeas corpus or any other kind of writ to oust 

“the busses from the site. The city has a ware- 
house on the site which does not come within the 
purview of the Historic Sites Act. Out with it! 

To be quite serious, we regret that Mr. Smith 
is unmoved by the possibility of an airstrip on 
the riverfront, a proposal which has appealed 
practically and imaginatively to a great many 
competent citizens. We think it too bad that he 
is wedded to a purely historical treatment of the 
site—for which it is doubtful if Congress will 
appropriate sufficient money for many years— 
when an airstrip would give vitality and eco- 
nomic usefulness and citizen interest to it. The 
airstrip, too, would be symbolic in a living sense 
of the marvelous revolution in transportation 
from oxcart and steamboat days. 

Illegal? Let’s make it legal. Impractical? Air- 
men say it is practical. Spoil a historic site? 
Rather, enrich it. Meantime, except for prosaic 
busses and a grimy old warehouse and a beauti- 
ful church, a great tract of land lies idle and 
useless at the city’s door. Let’s make use of this 
valuable land and the millions that have been 
poured into its acquisition,

Retribution for the Legislature 


It is true, as pointed out by advocates of a Con- 
stitutional Convention proposal to let the Legisla- 
ture fix its members’ pay, that Congress and the 
legislative bodies of several states now have this 
privilege. The proposal was rejected, and the rea- 
son is obvious: the generally bad record of the 
Missouri Legislature in past years, especially in 
connection with its members’ pockets. 

The annual introduction (usually followed by 
passage) of “gravy train” measures in the Legis- 
lature is a long-standing scandal. All sorts of 
needless commissions and inquiries have been 
set up, extra fees have been provided, big allow- 
ances for clerks have been approved, all to pro- 
vide easy money for legislators. 

Public suspicion of legislators’ motives has 
risen so high that opponents of the proposal 
warned that the new Constitution might be re- 
jected by the voters if it contained such a sec- 
tion as that offered. “You wouldn’t let your dog 
loose in a smokehouse” was the way one delegate 
expressed the feeling. 

The Legislature thus is denied a privilege be- 
cause of its own past sins. The increase in pay 


voted by the people two years ago may have the - 


expected result of producing higher-caliber legis- 
lators, who will live down the Assembly’s now- 
tarnished reputation in financial matters. In 
that event, the proposal can be offered with far 
better grace than at present.

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The Taxi Fare Racket 


Passengers who share rides in St. Louis taxi- 
cabs, as requested by the Government and the 
cab companies, are likely to be swindled by be- 
ing charged illegal fares. This has been dem- 
onstrated by the Post-Dispatch news department, 
which assigned reporters to ride over the city 
with share-the-ride taxi groups. It was found that 
in every instance the driver overcharged his pas- 
sengers, or tried to overcharge them, 

St. Louis is due to receive a bad name when 
the news gets around that gyp taxi drivers are 
allowed to run wild here. Since the companies 
cannot control the practice, and the OPA no long- 
er has jurisdiction, it is time for the city to step 
in. A few cases in which the penalties of $25 to 
$500 fines and six-month prison terms are im- 
posed ought to end this greedy racket.

Many benefits will accrue to both English-speaking allies by con- 
tinuing present co-operation after war, British envoy says; doesn't 
expect continuous agreement, but urges free discussion of differ- 
ences; enlightened self-interest dictates that partnership be lasting.

Anglo-American relations are like the 
weather: everyone talks about them. There 
the similarity ends, because a lot of people 
are constantly doing something about 
Anglo-American relations, while no one can 
do anything about the weather. 


But it seems to me'that there is some- 
thing unreal in the way people talk and act 
about our two countries. The very term 
“Anglo-American relations” tends to pro- 
duce an unreal atmosphere, in#which all 
sorts of prejudices and traditions and mis- 
conceptions float about intermingling with 
our common language, common law and 
common democratic institutions. 

It is very true that the common language 
of the United States and the British Com- 
monwealth and our common traditions of 
justice and freedom make us able to under- 
stand one another more easily, and that we 
are apt to react in pretty much the same 
sort of way when we see injustice done or 
freedom denied. These things are not only 
true; they are important, 


Nevertheless, I am afraid there is a ten- 
dency to overstress them at the expense 
of other things, with ultimate damage to 
the end that all men of good will among 
us seek, 


Dividends of Many Kinds 


Enlightened self-interest as a firm basis 
for good relations between the countries 
is too often ignored or lost sight of in the 
talk about less mundane things. To put it 
plainly and straightforwardly: It will pay 
the people of the United States and the 
people of the British Commonwealth to 
work together in the peace as they have 
done in the war. It will pay dividends of 
many kinds, 


Surely if we who have so much in com- 
mon cannot get along, we can hardly hope 
that all the United Nations will be able to 
work together to secure the peace which 
we will have bought at such terrible cost. 
It might well be said that the extent to 
which we can co-operate is the measure of 
the hope for a peaceful world in which all 
men of like mind will work together; it 
will be the measure and the limit, for all 
these nations of diverse tongues and back- 
grounds and ideologies can scarcely be 
expected to succeed if and where you and 
we fail. : 


Full Employment an Aim 


In the peaceful world of tomorrow, both 
our countries want full employment. We 
want everyone to have a job who wants a 
job. We want an ever-expanding economy 
for the whole world so that the standards 
of living of all men everywhere are raised, 
Only by working together can we get this. 
Only by realizing that, in the language of 
the resolution of the recent International 
Labor Conference in Philadelphia, “Poverty 
anywhere constitutes a danger to prosper- 
ity everywhere,” can we see how much co- 
operation is to the interest of each of us 
and all of us. 


We must not only come to-see how inter- 
related are all of our affairs, but in doing 
so we must set an example to all the na- 
tions, so that they will learn the same les- 
son in its widest sense. We must always 
bear in mind that closed factories in the 
Midlands of England may mean unemploy- 


ment in the United States, and that when 
the automobile factories of Detroit are in 
distress, the people of Britain may suffer. 


We must remember that things seeming- 
ly so unrelated as the tin mines of Malaya 
and the sugar fields of Jamaica can affect 
the cotton grower of Mississippi and the 
pottery makers of the Five Towns, 


Honest’ Differences Expected 


Now, thig business of working together 
and having the same end of the general 
good in mind is sometimes misconstrued 
as meaning that we should always agree 
about everything. It means nothing of the 
sort. In fact, there is something to be said 
for the idea that the world would be a 
loser if we agreed about everything. 


We should have our honest differences 
of opinion; we should freely express them 
to one another. It is important that we 
should thrash them out in friendly fashion, 
as we have done the differences that have 
arisen in connection with our joint effort 
in the war, and that we should do this 
without suspicion of each other’s motives. 


Then, as has so often happened during 
the war, surely we shall find that each of 
us has something to contribute and that 
out of our differences will come a plan 
better than the one that either of us 
would have devised alone, 


There are, of course, in the United States, 
people who, without reasoning why, don’t 
like Britain or anything British. There are 
people at home who, with as little reason, 
don’t like this country. But in the United 
States and in Britain they are, I am cer- 
dain, a small minority; and in a large 
percentage of cases, education about the 
other country will change their views. 


Peace and Security Involved 


But even those who continue to have 
anything but warm feelings for the other 
fellow’s way of life, or mannerisms, or ac- 
cent, or anything else, will hardly want 
to cut off their noses to spite their faces 
when they learn that it pays in the long 
run to work together as much in peace as 
in war, and that this working together 
can spell both peace for the world and 
material security for more citizens of both 


. countries, 


Mz. Churchill put it succinctly in one of 
his famous speeches, made here in Amer- 
ica, when he said he was sure that in the 
days to come “the British and American 
peoples will, for their own safety and for 
the good of all, walk together in majesty, 
in justice and in peace.”

Thomas Mann’s Joseph Series 


Ends With a Masterly Volume 


“Joseph the Provider,’ by Thomas Mann. (Alfred 

A. Knopf, New York.) 

With this volume Dr, Mann brings to Ite 
conclusion his huge novelistic interpreta- 
tion of the life of Joseph. Because it comes 
as the fourth part of the long work, there 
is some temptation to search for signs of 
a falling off of power, or at least of the 
weariness born of long years of work. The 
reader will look without success for any 
such decline, 

If anything, this book is better than its 
immediate predecessor, “Joseph in Egypt.” 
Perhaps it is the best volume of the series, 
if such a comparison can be at all valid. 

Its total effect, and the reason for my 
preference, is the effect of fulfillment, of 
fruition. Joseph is now a mature man. As 
such, he lacks the charm of the youthful 
dreamer, but he has the solid dignity of an 


almost perfect adjustment to life, 
= . ° 


His early conviction that he is a dedicat- 
ed spirit is here justified; his early sacri- 
fices are rewarded—not by a perfect hap- 
piness, but by the fulfillment of a destiny 
which was implicit in the younger man. 

No reviewer can, without a certain clum- 
siness, praise the wisdom which is now so 
woven into the Joseph story as to be for- 
ever inseparable from it, which so trans- 
mutes it as to make it possible to say that 
one who does not know Dr. Mann’s ver- 
sion does not know the story. 

Even less is it possible to point to spe- 
cific parallels with our own times. Such 
parallels are there, The lessons for our gen- 
eration are many. 

What is the Egyptian conviction of the 
wisdom—and cleverness, even—of foresight 
and provision for the future, if it is not 
a stern warning to us and our leaders? 
But the next generation, and the next and 
the next, to infinity, will find that lesson, 
too, and many others, to apply to them- 
selves, That is why Dr. Mann’s book is a 
classic.

Steig’s Humor Goes Psychiatric 
“All Embarrassed,” by William Steig. (Duell, Sicam 

& Pearce, New York.) , 

Whether you are going to enjoy “All Em- 
barrassed,” the new Steig book of draw- 
ings, depends on how far you wish to fol- 
low the artist into the realm of symbolism 
or expressionism in his depictions of human 
thoughts and attitudes. 

The old Steig realism and wash tech- 
nique is dropped for line drawings of an 
interpretive nature, ‘some reminiscent of 
Picasso, some on the Klee order, and oth- 
ers not unlike African Negro masks. 

Most of the sly Steig humor is ‘crowded 
out by a clinical atmosphere and the creepy 
feeling of an excursion along the outer 
fringes of sanity. Lacking the broad sweep 
and pefietrating analysis of the post-World . 
War I drawings of George Grosz, the new 
Steig effort leaves this reviewer with the 
sad feeling that a grand comic artist has 
been lured into a psychiatric clinic and 
made to check his humor with the attend- 


ant.

Deposits of New York City banks 
have soared from $7,070,000,000 to 
$28,209,000,000 since 1933. Mean- 
while assets of the New York ‘Big 
Five’ life insurance companies 
have risen from 11 billion dollars 
to 20 billions. é' 

“Aligned with these banks and 
insurance companies are about a 
dozen big New York underwriting 
houses, all intertwined. Several 


powerful law firms, notably those 
headed by John W. Davis and 


corporations, banks, railroads and 
underwriters along with firms like 
Sulliyan & Cromwell for the utili- 
ties. The law firm is the great 
common denominator. The lawyer 
is a big business man now, and 
the biggest opposition we have 
comes from the law firms.

Eaton's first big fight in rail- 
road financing occurred in 1938 
over a 30 million dollar Chesa- 
peake & Ohio bond issue.

| Dewey had perfected his sys- 
tem of political infiltration, 
when he was attacking the Re- 
publican presidential nomination 
by frontal assault, wiseacres were 


sure his beautiful, personable wife 


would join him on the stump. 
Clever but feminine, she seemed 
a potent vote-getter—-to everyone 
but herself and her husband. 

“Mrs. Dewey just doesn’t make 
speeches,” the decisive young 
racket-buster told reporters, “she 
never has, and I don’t believe she 
ever will,” 

She hasn’t. And she probably 
wont, despite reported pressure by 
politica? leaders anxious to exploit 
her obvious possibilities. She has 
neatly stated her place in cam- 
paigns in a simple, declarative 
sentence: “I am not the speaker 
of- this house.” 

The understatement, character- 
istic of her, does not do justice 
to her place in the Dewey scheme 
of things. Working behind the 
scenes as a mother, housewife, 
hostess and general fixer, Frances 
Hutt Dewey may appear the com- 
plete opposite of Eleanor Roose- 
velt, but she is fully as valuable 
to Mr. Dewey as the present First 
Lady is to the President. 

Her worth shows up in little 
ways. She is a morale builder, 
the rock of the family for which 
even Dewey's harshest critics 
grant he has profound devotion. 
She is often his preview audience, 
recommending intelligent § inclu- 
sions or deletions in his speeches. 
Her opinion has been known to 
turn the scales in matters of close 
appointments, and New York’s 
Governor is reputed to be more 


than satisfied with her judgment. 
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most distinctive political trade- 

mark — the abrupt scrubbing- 
brush mustache that singles him 
out from other candidates and 
helps compensate for his five-foot- 
eight-inch stature, very little 
greater than hers. It seems that 
after his graduation from Colum- 
bia University Law School in the 
spring of 1925, the 23-year-old 
Dewey took a breather in the 
form of a bicycle trip through 
France and England. He raised 
the brush in a contest with his 
traveling companion, Then, be- 
cause he is of an intrepid nature, 
he retained the adornment when 
he returned to the girl who is now 
his wife. She liked. it on sight. 
He has worn it ever since, 


In her own quiet way, this slim 
mother of two boys, who shows 
her 41 years only in the powder- 
ing of gray in her brown hair, is 
quite a factor in the Dewey camp. 
Her bright, sensible nature and 
unaccented voice influence her 
brash husband far more than have 
big shots of the underworld or 
politics, 


It is only a few years since Mrs. 
Dewey was cooking Creole dishes 
in a two-room Manhattan flat to 
entice her hard-working young 
husband home from dabbling at 
politica and sweating at law. Then, 
fis now, she served as a balance- 
wheel, stabilizing his spectacular 
climb. She geared her hours to 
his strenuous ones, did research 
work for him between her house- 
hold chores and, above all, applied 
just the right dose of judicious 
kidding to keep him from taking 
things — including himself —too 
seriously.

smoothly, and always has. 

Dewey has never had much 
time for family life, and his wife 
has made it her job to see that his 
hours at home or on brief country 
vacations are enjoyable and relax- 
ing. Her formula is simplicity in 
everything-—clothes, housekeeping 
and human relations. 

A native of Sherman, Tex., who 
came to New York after a girl 
hood in Sapulpa, Ok., Mra. Dewey 
could have played the city’s social 
game to the hilt when her hus- 
band’s racket purge had'the town 
by the ears. She steered clear, de- 
voting her time to her family. In 
the 18 months since she became 
mistress of the grim old Executive 
Mansion in Albany, she has given 
no indication that she would 
change her ways. 


And, if Mrs. Dewey moves into 
the White House next January, as 
the best-looking First Lady since 
Dolly Madison, it’s a_ lead-pipe 
cinch that, while she will perform 
her official duties with compe- 
tence and grace, her classic, slight- 
ly aquiline features will be seldom 
photographed. It’s a safe bet, too, 
that the nation will hear less from 
the President’s wife than it has 
for 12 years, and probably more. 

All of which sounds strange 
when you consider that Mrs. 
Dewey knows—literally—the thrill 
of the limelight. Endowed with a 
fine mezzo-soprano voice, she was 
a featured singer in the road com- 
pany of the 1924 edition of George 
White’s “Scandals.” Under the 
Stage name of Eileen Hoyt, she 
subsequently figured in two elab- 
orate spectacles staged for New 
York movie houses by John Mur- 
ray Anderson.

A railway trainman’s daughter, 
Miss Hutt earned her instruction 
the hard way, working as secre- 
tary and studio manager for her 
teacher, Percy Rector Stephens, It 
was in the summer of 1923, when 
she accompanied Stephens on a 
vacation job as director of the Chi- 
cago Musical College that she first 
met Tom Dewey. A talented bari- 
tone, he was training for opera 
with the same aggressiveness he 
later displayed toward law,- and 
confined his interest pretty strict- 
ly to scales and cadenzas.

matrimony. While Mrs. Dewey 
admits to having been the first 
to show interest, she is known to 
have thought her future spouse a 
little stuffy at first meeting. None- 
theless, when Stephens returned 
that fall to New York, ‘Tom 
Dewey turned up as one of his 
pupils. Music was already a side 
issue with him, however, for he 
enrolled at the same time at Co- 
lumbia Law. Just the same, he 
found time to supplement his in- 
come with a $15 weekly job as a 
choir singer.

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mands of her husband’s job, Mrs. 
Dewey performed an invaluahle 
service, friends say, simply by 
keeping her mouth shut during 
the spectacular series of racket 
investigations he began after his 
election as District Attorney in 
1937. Genuine tough guys, the 
characters under fire did not hes- 
itate to use the United States 
mails to convey quite unsubtle 
threats to the D. A.’s family.

later when Dewey made his first 
attempt for New York’s Governor- 
ship.

years. 

The one exception to the ban on 
official entertainment came a year 
ago and. was dedicated to the 
cause .of wartime nutrition; more 
specifically, popularization. of the 
soybean. On that occasion, Mrs. 
Dewey played hostess to 67 guests 
influential in food circles and plied 
them with beans in several dis- 
guises. Most of the guests left 
well-cleaned plates. 

Otherwise, Mrs. Dewey has stuck 
to her niche in the background. 
Not a habitual joiner, she trained 
for a job with the Gray Ladies 
of the American Red Cross and 
worked regularly with them for a 
time, but finally dropped the work 
because she felt she could not do 
justice both to the job and to her 
family.

Billy Rose Has Just About Turned eeeey | Into: His Own Private Street.

NEW YORK, July 1. 

F the name “Broadway Rose” 

had not been cynically be- 

stowed a long time ago on a 
panhandling pest who makes a 
business of harassing Broadway 
big shots when she is not vaca- 
tioning in the booby hatch at 
Bellevue, it could be hung most 
appropriately on a little man who 
has just about turned the Big 
Stem into his own private street 
—Billy Rose, the most spectacular 
producer in entertainment since 
Phineas T, Barnum departed this 
Greatest Show on Earth, 

The comparison between Broad- 
way Billy Rose and Barnum, late 
Baron of the Big Top, ends with 
the simple statement that both 
producers believed in selling en- 
tertainment on a big scale. 

Barnum's view was that when 
there is safety in numbers, why 
worry about quality, summing up 
this circus theory in his phrase: 
“There’s a sucker born every min- 
ute,” expanded later by prohibi- 
tion-day disciples into: “Never 
give a sucker an even break.” 

- Rose's aim is to make customers 

feel they have received more than 
their dollars’ worth when they 
leave @ Billy Rose show or night 
club. 

If Rose wore dlevater shoes 
he would be able to walk wun- 
der the outstretched arm of the 
man of average height without 
bending his knees, but there is 
nothing undersized about his pro- 
ductions or his profits, It is con- 
servative to say that his swim- 
ming spectacle, the Aquacade, pro- 
duced at both Cleveland and San 
Francisco Expositions and New 
York’s World Fair, netted him

ATHER than struggle with 
R inferior hose, a great many 
girls and women have taken 
to leg tint for summer wear. And 
thanks to improved products, one’s 


. legs can be quickly and evenly 


tinted to resemble the sheerest of 
hose. The novice though, should 
be instructed in the use of these 
various leg colorings. 

Buy a deep shade—when the 
tint is applied to the flesh it 
lightens considerably. Buy 4 #un- 
tan shade—or a color deeper than 
your favorite hose color. Follow 
the directions printed on the pack- 
age or bottle and if you do not 
get suocess that way, do a little 
improvising. 

For instance, some of the cake 
tints do not apply easily or 
smoothly to dry skin. So before 
applying the color with a moist 
sponge, massage your legs with a 
bit of hand cream or any light 
cream. Wipe off any surplus with 
a clean towel, then tint the flesh. 

Rest your foot on the side of a 
bathtub or on a bath stool in 
good light. After each stroke is 
applied blend the color rapidly be- 
fore it dries. You then will get 
an even job.

PERSONALLY, I FIND it sim- 
pler to work with one hand at a 
time.

It was factory 
work but they didn’t call it that.

ONE of them had ever worked 
Ni: a factory before, They did 

not know what they would be 
expected to do, but Mrs. Sandbach, 
who didn’t know much about it 
herself, told them they could learn. 
As a beginning in the learning 
process Mrs. Sandbach picked 
seven of. them and sent them to 
the Kansas City plant. When they 
returned each of them undertook 
the training of seven others. Thus, 
by sevens, the working force was 
built up. At first Mrs, Sandbach 
did not expect to need more than 
50, but that was only a beginning. 
When production began such ef- 
ficiency was developed that very 
quickly there was a demand for 
expansion. Within a year five 
buildings were occupied, including 
the city hall. Lately it has been 
found possible to consolidate the 
work in two buildings without 
curtailing the production. 

Now there are 187 employes, of 
whom 143. are women, The men 
are over draft age or have been 
rejected. There are a few boys 
under draft age. The women, 
mostly married and mothers, 
range in age from 18 to more than 
50. There are no grandmothers 
that Mrs. Sandbach can name off- 
hand but a number of them are 


old enough. Women between 30 
and 40 make the best hands. 
All of them are making more 


money than they ever made be- 
fore. They start in at 60 cents 
an hour. After 30 days they go 
to 65 cents an hour. After that 
come merit raises. Lead women, 
who are like assistant foremen, 
get up to $1.25 an hour. All of 
them get time and a half for over- 
time. Earnings of many run more 
than $300 a month. The regular 
working hours are from 7:30 to 
4:30. The payroll runs $31,000 a 
week, 

What the workers do its take 
radio crystals as they come, me- 
chanically finished, to the plant, 
grind them by hand and assemble 
them and ship them away to fill 
the huge Government orders that 
are constantly pouring in. That 
is about all that they Know about 
it. It is all that they need to 
know. It is that much more than 
they knew when they started. It 
is more than General Manager 
Sandbach knew, for when Walker 
told her that he waa going to set 
up a crystal laboratory in Slater 
she had no idea what a crystal 
laboratory was. 
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T didn’t take her long to get the 
| idea, though. And it didn't take

HE nomination last Wednesday of Governor Thomas E. Dewey of 
7 New York as Republican candidate for President of the United 

States, however important, will scarcely be recorded as one of the 
great dramatic moments of history. It lacked good drama’s elements 
of conflict and suspense. The country had known since Monday, when 
the delegates assembled and began sweltering in the Chicago Stadium, 
whom they would select to head the ticket. The vote of 1056 to 1 on the 
first ballot indicated how thoroughly opposition had been eliminated by 
pre-convention work on behalf of the 42-year-old former racket-buster 
who insisted he was not a candidate. It was evident that the Dewey 
forces had profited from their experience in 1940, when Dewey cam- 
paigned vigorously for the nomination only to see his boom fizzle out:

Mighty American Fleet Unit 
Decisively Defeats Japanese 
Sea and Air Power in the Struggle

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NOTHER of Japan’s inner bastions was about to fall into 

American hands last week as amphibious troops battered 

down desperate resistance of an estimated 20,000 Jap de- 
fenders of Saipan in the Marianas Islands, unhampered by any 
enemy threat from sea or air. Task Force 58, mighty aircraft car- 
rier and warship armada of the Pacific Fleet, had cleared the ocean 
practically to the gates of Japan of enemy planes and warships in 
a decisive defeat of a counterattacking Japanese carrier fleet, and, 
said the Navy, threatened the enemy homeland itself. The Navy re- 
vealed the existence of Task Force 58, commanded by Vice-Admiral 
Marc A. Mitscher and attached to the Fifth Fleet of Admiral Ray- 
mond A. Spruance, in announcing it was the task force that on 
June 18 repulsed the Jap attack near Guam, south of Saipan, de- 
stroying 402 enemy planes; that the next day hit directly at the 
enemy carrier fleet, sinking four, damaging 13 Jap warships, and 
sending the enemy scurrying for cover in the Philippines. 


Pictorial diagram above shows Saipan as photographed from a 
United States plane, illustrates the story of Marianas fighting. Op- 
erations against Saipan began June 10 with an intensive air and 
sea bombardment. On June 14 assault troops effected landings (1) 
and advanced rapidly inland. The Japanese apparently decided the 
situation was crucial. Saipan is relatively flat, adaptable for large 
airfields and only about 1500 miles from Tokyo, 800 from the Bonins, 
important Jap base to the northwest 615 miles from Tokyo. On June 
18 the enemy fleet, moving in from the west, sent hundreds of 
planes on a long-range attack on Task Force 58, which was de- 
ployed in the vicinity of Guam. Swarms of American planes (2) 
roared up to meet the raid, gained altitude on the attackers, and 
rained fire on them from above as warships threw ack-ack at them 
from below. Several waves of enemy planes were repulsed; United 
States bombers over Guam and Rota islands stopped Jap planes 
from landing at those bases to refuel. Attackers, too far from their

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carriers to return, fell fuelless into the sea when not shot down. 
Three American ships were slightly damaged, 27 planes destroyed. 

Reversing its course, the , fleet mt soma swung westward 
again, with Task Force 58 in pursuit, seeking a surface engage- 
ment. The Japs had too much headway. Next day, however, they 
were located west of the Marianas (3), attacked by an American 
bomber and torpedo force that sought to delay them until the ships 
could come up. In the fight that followed, a Jap carrier, destroyer, 
and two tankers were sunk, a battleship, four carriers, three cruis- 
ers, two destroyers, three tankers damaged. Then darkness inter- 
vened and the Jap fleet escaped. Americans lost 95 planes, but 
most of the personnel were rescued. In all, Japan had expended 
30 ships, 747 planes, in‘a fruitless defense of the Marianas. Appar- 
ent desire of the Jap’s June 18 operation was to move to Guam, 
refuel, then head north (4) to attack American forces at Saipan. 
The desire was néver achieved.

ARLY IN 1913, Henry Ford had his tech- 
k, nicians try a new production idea which 
had come to him as he observed a watch fac- 
tory in operation. The idea was this: instead 
of having a single group of men make the 
entire assembly on each flywheel magneto, 
the unit was to be moved from one worker to 
another. The experiment resulted in a 50% 
saving in time! 

“Why not apply this idea to the whole 
chassis?” Mr. Ford next suggested. “We'll 
test it during the summer.” So now, along 
elevated greased rails, each chassis was 
being pushed by hand as workers added the 
various parts in sequence. There and then, the 
assembly line was born! 

A chain-driven line was soon after put into

operation. Under the new system, the 14 
hours formerly required for a single chassis 
assembly were cut to 1 hour and 33 minutes. 

Before 1913 was over, more than 100,000 
Ford cars had been built. All records for the 
mass production of automobiles had been 
broken. 

Remarkable as this achievement was, it 
meant more than just a saving in production 
time. It meant more than creating new meth- 
ods for industry everywhere. To Mr. Fordand 
his associates, this was another step in their 
endeavor to make life easier for millions. 

From the first, the assembly line tech- 
nique of production eased working condi- 
tions. Along with other modern advances, it 
helped to increase the life span of workers. 


At Ford, it soon made possible the inaugu- 
ration of the 8-hour day. And with unskilled 
labor in many places earning as little as $1 
a day, Ford basic pay was raised to $5. 

The assembly line also brought price re- 
ductionson Fordcars. This placed the pleas- 
ure and convenience of the motor car within 
the reach of more people than ever. This 
policy of sharing production savings with 
the buying public has remained fundamen- 
tal with Ford.
